Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . Claims 32-38,41-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Levine et al (6,058,328) in view of Collins (5,782,873).

2. Claims 39,40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Levine et al (6,058,328) in view of Collins (5,782,873) and further in view of Klemic et al 
(2004/0168912).

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The remarks made by applicant have been considered, however the above 
rejections are still deemed to be proper. Applicant's principal argument is that Collins 
appears not to teach generating an electrical enhancement signal based upon a sensed 
condition of the patient. However, it is considered to be common sensical that a 
electrical enhancement signal be generated based upon a sensed signal since the user 
would want to know when the particular tissue is not functioning properly so that the 
tissue can have its threshold lowered so that it can function normally. Further, to 
generate an enhancement signal without first meeting certain conditions, (such as 
detecting that the tissue is not functioning properly), would be a waste of energy for the 
battery, and therefore an inefficient use of the system. The ordinarily skilled artisan 
would want to use the bio-function device in the most efficient manner, which would be 
only generating a signal when needed. It should also be noted that Collins teaches that 
adjustment of the 'bias' signal can be done in response to a particular signal received 
from a transducer intermittently after the device is installed in the patient, col. 7.
